Art  Club  Initiates 
Six  New  Members 

Tlio  Art  Club  initiated  six  new  mom-  . 
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Dr.  Hill’s  Dissertation 


Clyde  M.  Hill,  of  Springfield,  Mis- 
sour,  1ms  recently  produced  a  very  in¬ 
teresting  piece  of  work  which  shows 
the  progress  which  has  been  made  in 
teacher  training  in  Missouri  during  tho 
past  decade.  This  study  is  based  on 
tho  Carnegie  Foundation  Survey  which 
was  made  in  19.1.5,  the  purpose  of  which 
was  to  help  solve  tho  problem  of  the 
supply  of  adequately  trained  and  pre- 
'  pared  teachers  in  tho  state.  Governor 
E.  IV,  Major  requested  tho  Carnegie 
Foundation  to  consider  this,  since  he. 
wished  to  know  tho  best  'preparation 
and  the  duty  of  the  state  in  meeting  it. 

The' study  made  by  Mr.  Hill  is  con¬ 
cerned  with  certain  specific  adminis¬ 
trative  modifications  which  have  taken 
place  in  Missouri  State  Teachers  Col¬ 
leges  during  the  decade  following  the 
Carnegie  Survey  of  tax-supported  nor¬ 
mal  schools  in  comparison  witli  the 
findings  and  recommendations  of  the. 
Survey  Commission. 

The  phases  of  the  subject  considered 
arc  tho  following':  student  personnel, 
teacher  personnel,  curricula,  and  the 
relationships  of  state  collegiate  insti¬ 
tutions. 

The  purpose  of  the  study  is  the  fol¬ 
lowing  (1)  to  determine  tho  education¬ 
al  equipment  of  the  persent  instruction¬ 
al  staff  'of  the  Missouri  state  teachers 
colleges  in.  comparison  with  tho  find¬ 
ings  nnd  recommendations  of  the  Sur¬ 
vey  Commission;  (2)  to  determine  the 
extent  to  which  salaries  nnd  conditions 
favorable  to  attracting  nnd  holding 
well-trained  teachers,  such  as  leaves 
of  absence  and  teaching  loads  have  been 
modified  in  the  decade  in  accordance 
witli  present  equipment  demands  and 
living  costs;  (3)  to  determine  curricu¬ 
lar  modifications  as  compared  witli  tho 
recommendations  of  the  Survoy  Com¬ 
mission,  and  in  view  of  tho  fact  that 
during  tho  period  schools  have  changed 
from  normal  schools  to  teachers  col¬ 
leges;  (4)  to  determine  the  steps  mndo 
in  tho  transition  from  two-year  nor¬ 
mal  school  to  four-year  teachers  col¬ 
leges;  (5)  to  determine  the  significant 
changes  in  the  student  personnel  in 
their  relation  to  administrative  modi¬ 
fications;  (0)  to  determine  present 
trends,  activities,  practices,  and  issues 
in  relation  to  tho  report  of  tho  Survey 
Commission. 

Student  Personnel. 

Tn  rogard  to  student  personnel  of 
1915,  Mr.:  Hill  says  many  things  must 
bo  considered.  Among  tiicso  is  tho 
fact  that  tho  development  of  tho  first- 
class  "approved”  high  schools  was 
slow  in  Missouri,  particularly  in  tlio 
sparsoly  settled  sections  of  tho  state. 
As  a  result  the  youth  looked '  to  tho 
Bmall  collcgo  for  liis  secondary  educa¬ 
tion.  Tlio  student  could  got  tho  re¬ 
quired  work  in  less  timo;  consoquont- 
ly  ho  mado  an  effort  to  attend  normal 
school  rather  than  high  school.

Dr.  Hill’s  Conclusions.

Those  per¬ 
taining  to  .the  teacher  personnel  con¬ 
sist  of  such  points  of  interest  ns  organ¬ 
ization,  salaries,  and  preparation  of 
faculty.  The_  proposals  regarding  cur¬ 
ricula  are  concerned  with  professional 
treatment  of  subject  matter,  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  training  schools,  and 
practice  teaching.  The  new  proposals 
relating  to  the  conference  of  education¬ 
al  institutions  deal  witli  student  place¬ 
ment,  present  activities,  inter-collegiate 
relationship,  perpetuation,  future  ac¬ 
tivities  relating  to  professional  develop¬ 


ment,  to  major  nnd  scrvico  lines,  nnd 
to  fiscal  support. 

This  dissertation  is  interestingly  or¬ 
ganized  nnd  compiled.  It  is  full  of 
food  for  thought  about  tho  progress  of 
Missouri  in  nn  educntionnl  way.  It.  j 
should  ho  nn  incentive  to  nil  people 
who  nro  interested  in  Missouri’s  pro¬ 
gress  to  study  tho  probjoms  boforo 
tho  state.  AVhilo  not  overyono  will 
ngreo  with  all  of  Mr.  Hill's  conclu¬ 
sions,  tho  work  ns  a  wholo  is  worth 
considerable  study.
